This  compilation  is  Supplement  II  to  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management's 
Public  Lands  Bibliography,  Washington,  Government  Printing  Office, 
1962.   In  general,  it  is  a  selected  list  of  writings  published  from 
1965  through  October  1967.  However,  some  pertinent  items  which  were 
not  listed  in  Supplement  I  (1965)  are  also  included,  as  are  a  number 
of  theses  of  an  earlier  date. 

Periodical  articles,  monographs  and  theses  are  arranged  in  one  al- 
phabet.  This  section  is  followed  by  a  list  of  the  principal  laws 
enacted  during  the  period  196^-1967,  together  with  the  Hearings, 
House  and  Senate  Reports,  and  Committee  Prints. 

The  term  "public  lands"  covers  a  great  deal  of  ground.  Any  land 
owned  by  any  public  agency  is  in  one  context  public  land.   The 
Federal  Government  is  the  nation's  largest  landlord  so  any  of  its 
holdings  might  be  thought  of  as  public  lands. 

In  another  context  the  term  "public  lands"  includes  not  only  the  un- 
alienated residual  holdings  discussed  below,  but  also  the  various 
reservations  such  as  National  Forests,  National  Parks,  National  Monu- 
ments and  Wildlife  Refuges  and  Ranges  which  have  been  created  from 
the  original  holdings  of  the  Federal  Government. 

The  term  "public  lands"  has  also  historically  meant  the  so-called 
vacant,  unappropriated,  unreserved  public  lands;  i.e.,  that  land 
open  to  application  under  the  various  public  land  settlement  laws. 
For  public  lands  in  the  Far  West,  the  term  has  lost  its  accuracy 
since  the  enactment  of  the  Taylor  Act  in  193^  and  subsequent 
general  orders  of  withdrawal  (Executive  Orders  No.  69IO  and  No. 
696U). 

As  used  in  this  Supplement,  the  term  "public  lands"  means  the  original 
holdings  of  the  Federal  Government  not  set  aside  in  specially  desig- 
nated reservations.   They  cover  approximately  176,000  acres  in  the  Far 
West  and  283  million  acres  in  Alaska.   The  Bureau  of  Land  Management 
administers  them  under  a  variety  of  laws.  At  this  writing,  they  are 
undergoing  a  review  required  by  the  Classification  and  Multiple  Use 
Act  (Public  Law  88-607,  *+3  U.S.C.  lUll,  1967  Supp.)  to  determine  which 
are  suitable  for  multiple  use  management  in  continued  Federal  owner- 
ship and  which  are  suitable  for  transfer  from  Federal  ownership. 
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
